N ‘HIS. WEDNESDAY , NIGHT 
broadcast Prime Minister Péar- 
son dealt frankly, with one of the 
most important matters facing Ca- 
nadians today—our relations with 
the United. States. These are con- 
centrated and-vital, not only be- 
cause that country is the only one 
with which we share a border, but 
also by reason of ‘ifs great size and. 
virility as-the most powerful coun- 
tvy in the world, Close association 
with such a neighbor, even on the 
most friendly terms, must generate 
problems. Herein lies Canada's 
great dilemma. f 
Since the United States invasion 

is of the most casual, friendly na- 
ture, it is difficult for Americans 


_ to recognize any threat to Canadian 


entity in their actions. It is even 
difficult:for Canadians to do so, but 
the threat of*cultural, economic, fi- 


_ nancial and eventually political in- 


undation: is nevertheless real. 


‘Our common language is at once 
an asset and a danger, for while it 
opens the way to a total interchange 
of ideas and advances, both tangible 
and intangible, it also carries with 
it the easy assumption of American 
ideas ‘and philosophy which in many 
important partic may differ 
radically from .ours. 


On the more material plane of’ 
‘economic association, the huge in- 


flux of United States capital, inval- 
uable in the high-speed development 
of our resources which is the hall- 
mark of twentieth-century progress, 
carries with it a concomitant influ- 
ence on the shape of our industrial 
growth, the direction of our trade, 
and the attachment of many of our 
business ventures to American head 
offices. Where the political policy 
of the United States impinges on its 
business structure, this jurisdiction 
may almost unconsciously be ex-. 
tended to that part of the structure 
which exists in Canada. There is 
then a clash of sovereignties, and 
apparent surprise on the part of 
Americans that anyone could object 


to legislation which Washington re- 
gards as so natural and sénsible. 

* The reaction of Canada-con- 
scious Cana to this situation 
should be firm and determined but 
it must be free - of jingoistic na- 
tionalism. As Mr, Pearson says in 

“regard to our policy on ownership 
of Canadian natural resources and 
production units, we must achieve 


maximum control of our assets, ‘‘not ; 


by action which is unfair to foreign 
interests, but ‘by positive action 
which will marshal and encourage 
Canadian capital to invest increas- 
ingly in Canadian enterprises. . .” 

—. On the other hand, he made it 
clear that “we must insist . ... that 
foreign’ capital and foreign enter- 
prises become Canadian in their op- 
‘eration in our country; subject to 


Canadian law only and responsive- 


to Canadian policy.” 

In our position, we cannot lose 
control of the material factors in 
our national life and still expect to 
maintain the intangibles of a na- 
tional identity. If there is any merit 

+ in having a Canada which is a sep- 
arate nation, if we as a-pedple have 
a role to play in: the world drama 
other than as a part of a larger 
country, if we have a contribution 
to make which gives reason to our 
wish to be a nation, then we must 
preserve the material building 
blocks of nationhood and sov- 
ereignty as well as the idea. 

One of the chief of these is to 

_ control through ownership the re- 
sources and plants from which we 
“derive our wealth and livelihood. 
The vast capital accumulations and 
the adventurous aggressiveness of 
the American entrepreneur have 


found a fertile field of deployment - 


in Canada. We must match this 
spirit im a much larger measure 
than heretofore; and Mr. Pearson's 
hint of “positive action” by which 
this may be done without being “un- 
fair to foreign interests” could be, 
if it heralds a government plan, the 
most significant event of our centen- 
nial year, ‘ ,

biles, congressional investigations 
and: the passage of a law in the 
United States requiring certain gov- 
ernment-set standards, it seems that 
for some time at least everything 
will be much as it was before. —;

Agency, assigned by Congress to 
oversee the incorporation of numer- 
ous safety features in autos, re- 
vealed its final regulations this 
week. They ‘were substantially re- 
vised from the original proposals 
made public in December and, as a 
report from Detroit said, “The con- 
sensus in the motor city is that (the 
agency) met virtually all the recom- 
mendations made by the auto indus- 
try.” 
Mr. Lowell K. Bridwell, under- 
secretary of the Department of 
Commerce, who supervised the final 


setting of the standards, said that — 


the car manufacturers had applied 
no pressure on the government or 
the agency to have the standards 
lowered. But this doesn’t mean 
much. What the industry did was 
State baldly that;if. the original 
safety standards were enforced ‘the 
manufacturers would simply shut 
down their plants — and everyone 
knows what that would do to the

An End to ‘Big Unit’ War in Sight 


NE way or another, the énd of the 

- big unit war in South Vietnain now 
seems to be rather clearly in sight, The 
Hanoi leaders are using diplematic 
intermediaries to feel 
out the President's 
willingness to “stop 
the bombing to get 
talks."’ If the Presi- 
dent has not taken 
leave of his senses, 
hewill reply that he 
is perfectly ready to 
stop the bombing but 
only if the Hanoi 
leaders will stop 
sending troops and, 
supplies into South Vietnam. 

If Hanoi is willing to-offer this kind of 
‘quid pro quo, it will- mean that Hanoi 
wants genuine negotiations. If Hanoi is 
not willing, it will mean that Hanoi 
merely wants a respite in the war, in 
order to reinforce its badly battered 
southern units, and then to start the war 
all over again. 

But unless the President has suc- 
cumbed to a political death wish, this is 
unlikely to be allowed to happen. Hence 
events can take two alternative courses, 
as follows: 

The first possibility is genuine. negoti- 
ation on equal -terms, which could

The 
northern bombing is so important 
because it so greatly affects the enemy's 
replacement-rate. 5 

Since 1964, local recruitment in South 
Vietnam has never come within miles of 
meeting the enemy's needs. In the first 


six months of last year, by ‘enormous 


and costly efforts, Hanoi managed ‘to 
bring the average rate of infiltration to 
the rather high figure of 7,000 northern 
regular soldiers a month. Even so, the 
loss-replacement: balance was far from 
satisfactory. 

In the last six months of 1966, the 
cumulative effects of our northern 
bombing then began to show in a 
dramatic manner. The infiltration rate 
was in fact cut,. according ‘to the 
Pentagon's best estimates, by no less 
than 75 per cent. In other words, the 
monthly inflow of northern soldiers, to 
serve as replacements in the south, 
dropped to only about 1,700 men, a 
month. 


Continuous Losses 


‘For the same’ period, the enemy’s 
heavy rate of loss remained approxi- 
mately constant. And this happened 
although the Hanoi war planners seem- 
ingly adopted a new policy of ordering 
their big units to elude combat if 
possible. 

‘In the period before combat began to 
be eluded, the grisly “body-counts” were 
running at a level a bit above 5,000 a 
month, oma. three month moving 
average. Today, again on a three 
month moving averagé, they are running 
at about 4,900 a month.

In particular, thé premier said B.C:. must 
maintain its historic position in regard to income 
tax, which was pioneered in this province, and prior 
to its surrender to the federal government during 
the Second World War was the largest revenue 
source. 

Because of the unyielding federal stand against 
transfer of tax resources, responsibility to bear the 
cost of growth and create a balanced economy rests 
on provincial and local governments, businesses and 
the people of the province, he said.

The premier also referred to the federal-pro- 
vincial tax study committee’s report prior -to the 
plenary conference in October. This showed that 
while provincial and local costs will grow at a 
faster rate than existing revenue sources, the 
federal government will have potential revenue 
surpluses.

And while the federal government did not 
refute its own study, Mr. Bennett-said, it adopted a 
position Of stubborn refusal to expand provincial 
tax sources. 

Growth areas such as B.C. are vital to develop- 
ment of the Canadian economy and must receive 
fair treatment. to meet faster-growing demand for 
hospitals, schools and: access, to resources, the

By giving fair treatment, the government of 
Canada can create “greatly accilerated. revenues 
for use in fiscal-need payments to low-income areas

Thé premier reviewed economic gains made by 
the province during 1966 and was optimistic about 
the future, despite tight money, high interest and 
increasing production costs. 2 

“We must augment employment through more 
effective use of the resources at our disposal, but 
show restraint regarding costs to protect our com- 
petitive position in world ‘markets for products,” 
the premier said.

There is no connection, 
though, between general intel- 
ligence and the acid level—it’s 
a purely physiological phenom- 
enon.

The research began in Febru- 
ary, 1961, when 138 high school 
boys in the junior and senior 
classes answered a question- 
naire and contributed blood 
samples. 

In 1965, the researchers made 
a second study of the boys. 
They were divided into groups 
labelled: completed college, at- 
tended but did not complete col- 
lege, and those who did not at- 
tend. 

Many of those who finished 
college had achieved the high- 
est grades at school. Those in 
the other two groups were found 
to show little difference: from 
the college graduates in general 
ability, What did set apart the 
boys who attended college from 
those who did not attend was 
a significantly higher serym 
urate (uric acid) concentration 
in the blood stream.
